THE STRAW-BOARD TRUST. 


ANOTHER SIGN OF THE TENDENCY 
TOWARD COMBINING. 


The Price of Straw-Board to Be Put Up 20 
Per Cent to Start With—Nearly All the 
Mills in the Pool—The Supply of Straw 
All Engaged in Advance—Buying Out 
Unwilling Mill-Men—What the Paper- 
Box Manufacturers Think—They Will 
Have to Raise Prices. 

The trust has apparentiy come to stay. 
‘We already have gas, whisky, cattle, and 
half a dozen other trusts, and now we are to 
have a straw-board trust. Straw-board 
means paper boxes, so it 1s easily seen that 
tae subject is of no small importance directly 
to a large proportion of the mercantile com- 
munity and indirectly to the general public. 
The formation of a straw-board trust means 
that the paper-box manufacturer will be 
obliged to pay more for his material and that 
he in turn will be obliged to raise the price 
of his boxes. ‘ 

In 1880 straw-board, which is the basis of 
the paper boxes which are now used univer- 
sally in almost all kinds of mercantile busi- 
ness, was selling at 868 a ton. There was a 
large profit in its manufacture at that price, 
and a great many new mills were started up. 
The capacity of those in operation was also 
largely increased, and it was not long before 
the product was in excess of the consump- 
tion. Naturally enough the price gradually 
declined during the next four years until in 
1884 and the first few months of 1885 the price 
was $30, with occasional sales at $25, About 
this time the Union Straw-Board Company 
was formed, and the work of limiting pro- 
duction and advancing prices was at once 
begun. By July, 1885, the vombination had 
succeeded in advancing prices to $35, and 
this rate was maintained until July, 1886. 

By that time the combination felt strong 
enough, having rented and shut down guitea 
number of the straw-board mills, to push the 
price a notch higher, and since July, 1886, the 
price has been $42.50. This state of affairs 


was satisfactory to the managers of the com- 
bination except for one thing, and that was 
that there were a number of mills which would 
not * * — one — 
persis selling eaiers in Chicago an 
other points at about $37.50. Accordingly, a 
number of capitalists, among whom was O. 
M. Barber of Akron, O., of match combina- 
tion fame, formed a syndicate and set about 
fixing matters so that they should be able 
to control the entire business. Their first 
step was to get control of the Union Straw- 
Board Com . This deal was consummated 
about two months ago, and they then pro- 
ceeded with the utmost to get options 
on pretty much all of the whose man- 
agement was hostile to the combination m- 
terests. Itis said that they did this by - 
ing one-fifth of the value of the plant. 2 
on the average, is $75,000. Next they quietiy 
contracted for a term of years for pretty 
much all the visible supply of straw east of 
and includ ns the Mississippi Valiey—in fact, 
an anti-combination mill was obliged to send 
to Dakota’ for its last supply of straw. 
Having made these preparations for embar- 
anti-monopoly mills and prevent- 
ing the establishment of competitors 
by way of preliminaries, they formed a stock 
pres pee with a capital of $5,000,000 and is- 
sued stocks to such mill companies as it had 
been decided should be taken into the combi- 
nation. There are about forty straw-board 
in the country. and about twenty-five 
@ number came in, some willingly and 
some because they knew what was in store 
for those who did not. Then the options on

number of fhe mills now in the com- 
bination were, previous to its formation, 
guilty of cu rates to an alarming degree, 
and one of the t steps of the managers of 
the trust was to guard against any such 
thing in the future. Every mill is ob ged to 
put a forfeit of $50,000 cash in the hands 
of the trust as a guarantee that there will be 
no cutting of the established rate, and the 
ment provides that it shall be forfeited 
a case is proved. As $50,000is just about 
two-thirds of the value of the average straw- 
board plant, itis quite likely that the rate 
will be pretty strictly maintained. It has 
also been arranged to shut out such dealers 
(middlemen) in straw-board as have incurred 
their displeasure or cannot be relied upon 
to carry out the plans of the combina- 
tion. very dealer, in order to obtain 
straw board of the manufacturers will be 
obliged to be elected as a dealer by the 
managers or his orders will be refused, and 
in this way any cutting of rates by the deal- 
ers (who supply in many cases the paper-box 
will be vented.

and less knowledge. There have also been 
men of ample means and little practical 
knowledge, and between the two they 

made havoc all around All of 
them, however. lost money and either 
failed or sold out. The business is now in 
more conservative and there is work 
enough for us all. The fall trade is unusual- 
ly heavy, and we are all full of orders and

| ENGLEWOOD WILL couR IN 


THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION IN FAVOR 
OF ANNEXATION. 


A Meeting Held Last Night Whereat the 
Question of the Hour Was Discussed in 
All Its Phases—The Benefits to Be De- 
rived from Being Made a Portion of 
Chicago Dwelt Upon—The Arguments 
Against—Hyde Park Seeking Admit- 
tance. 


A special meeting of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion of Englewood to consider the question of 
annexation to Chicago was held in Memorial 
Hall in that suburb last night. The President 
ot the association, Dr. C. H. Lovewell, in 
calling the meeting to order said he wanted 
it understood that each one present would 
have the right to discuss the question, but as 
it was the intention to get the sense of the 
association with the reference to annexation 
the necessity for none but members 
voting on the question when it got 
that far along would be appreciated. 
He wanted to hear the matter discussed from 
every standpoint, not only with reference to 
the territory to be annexed, but the existing 
prohibitory ordinance as well. 

About 200 of the leading residents of the 
place were present. The talkers were nearly 
allopposed to annexation, the majority of 
whom were not members of the association, 
but the voters were on the right side, and 
when they got the chance they settled the 
matter in favor of the scheme. The 
question was brought re rly before the 
meeti by W. O. Budd moving that 
it was the sense of the association that the 
whole Town of Lake be annexed to the City 
of Chicago. Isaac Drake wus the first speak- 
er. He was of the opinion that the people 
had outgrown their verning power, and 
that was one of his chief reasons in favor of 
annexation. Another reason was the desira- 
bility of securing a uniform buildi and 
sewerage grade, which could not be hoped 
for under existing circumstances. 

C. T. Northrop was in favor of annexation 
because the ma ny of the residents of the 
place were lar ness-men of Chi 
who already paid taxes to the city, but as it 
was at present they also paid taxes to the 
Town of Lake. Annexation would give bet- 
ter water and better fire protection. 

J. A. Henry understood that the town was 
largely dependent on Hyde Park for its 
water supply, and if that was so they might 
as well become a part of the city, from which 
3 could demand a good water supply.

TWO BOLD MAIL-CAR ROBBERIES. 


A Little More Care Needed on the Part of 
the Post-Office Authorities. 

The first tangible clew toa couple of United 
States mail robberies that have occurred during 
the last six weeks, and which have just come to 
light, wae discovered yesterday by a small boy, 
who found near Grand Crossing some of the miss- 
ing mail matter and telephoned the fact to the 
South Chicago police. The postal authorities 
of Chicago were notified and Inspector A. 
M. Smith left at once for the piace 
of discovery, a clump of willow trees about 
three-quarters of a mile northeast of Burnside 
Junction. On the ground in the centre of the 
clump were a large number of letters and two 
cut mail-bags. Some of the letters bore the 
stamp of several Indiana towns and were dated 
Aug. 8, 1887, while the rest had the Grand Cross- 
ing stamp of Sept. 3, 1887. . Burnside Junction, 
where both robberies occurred, is on the Illinois 
Central Railroad, where the Rock Island Road 
crosses at about Ninety-fifth street. All trains 
stop there. The evening of Aug. 8, as the incom- 
ing Mic Central train was pulling out of the 
station, clerks in the postal-car saw an arm 
and hand thrust into the open door, reach around 
to a pigeon-hole, snatch a kage of letters 
from it, and before they could recover from their 
astonishment disappear in the darkness. 
The train was stopped and search made, 
bat it proved fruitless. The other robbery 
was the night of Sept. . For some reason the 
Detroit mail from Grand Crossing is put on the 
Illinois Central train at the crossing and taken 
to Ke ton, where it is thrown off and picked 
up by the Mich Central. As the run is short, 
the bags are allowed to lie in the centre of the 
car, opposit the door, where they are flung, and 
little attention is id to them.

DEFENDER OF THE AMERICA’S CUP. 


Light Wind Makes the Volunteer-Mayflower 
Race a Failure, 

New York, Sept. 13-—(Special.]—The first 
event in the great international yacht contest of 
1887 took place today, the Volunteer and May- 
flower contesting to determine which of them is 
to defend the America’s Cup. They got under 
way at 10:15 and crossed the line at 10:41, 
Tne Thistle started away from her an- 
chorage almost on a line with the 
racers. She was under mainsail, club- 
topsail, foresail, and jib. It was plain that she 
meant to see where she stood with the two 
racers. A few minutes after the start the wind 
died away and the Thistle, having a little better 
tide and a more favorable slant of wind than the 
others, crept upon the Volunteer in a way that 
fairly made the spectators open theireyes. An 
starting the big siocops put 
out their spinnakers, but they dia not 
help much and were afterwards taken 
in. The Thistle, which had gone well 
to windward of the other two, did not set her 
spinnaker, and came down on the other two big 
fellows in an alarm manner. As a smaller 
sloop was outsailing Thistle ina slant of 
wind over near Gravesend Bay the Thistle's 
speed did not count for much. The Volunteer 
hauled up toward the wind and stood over to the 
eastward to hunt for the slant of wind which was 
helping the Fanny and one or two others along. 

The wind was very light and it was any one’s 
race so far, the Volunteer being in the lead a 
short distance, and by 12 o'clock the Mayflower 
was on even terms with her rival and to windward 
of her. At Buoy 11, at 12:15, the Volunteer was 
only twenty-five yards in the lead, while the 
Mayflower was 100 yards to windward.

THE DISCRIMINATION 1N FAVOR OF CHICAGO 
SHIPPERS. 

Two meetings were heid in this city today, both 
being called to discuss the vexed question of dis- 
criminations made against New York by the 
rates from Chicago on freight for export. One 
was held by the people who feel themselves 
aggrieved and the other by representatives of 
the corporations which are charged with causing 
all the trouble. 

Vice-President C. C. Burke was Chairman of a 
meeting of the provision and grain trade mem- 
bers of the Produce Exchange. Asa Stevens 
made a speech and forcibly told his fellow-mem- 
bers how the discrimination was working nst 
them, and J. H. Herrick seconded the resolution 
which Mr. Stevens presented. It was passed and 
ran in this way: 

“ WHEREAS, The railway companies have for 
weeks past made lower rates on shipments of 
grain, provisions. and lard to England and Con- 
tinental ports than for shipment to seaboard 
cities, thereby discriminating against New York 
to such an extent as to destroy our direct export 
trade; therefore, be it 

“ Resolved, That the Chairman of this meeting 
be requested to appoint a committee of three to 
apply. in behalf of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, to the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion with the proofs of the repeated violations of 
the law, and uest their immediate enforce- 
ment thereof and take such other steps as may 
seem best under the circumstances." 

Some of the Produce Exchange members hold 
the Pennsylvania Road at fault, and ch that 
Chicago shipments to Philadelphia and Balti- 
more made nominally for export are allowed to 
stop at these cities, to the manifest disadvantage 
of New York and Boston. 

Commissioner Blanchard 6f Chicago presided 
at the meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Trunk Line Association and representatives 
of the Central Trafiic Association at Commis- 
sioner Fink's office. After discussing the charges 
of discrimination shown by export freight rates 
from Chic it was decided to add E. In- 
galls, President of the Cincinnati, Indianap- 
olis. St. Louis & Chicago Road, George 
B. Reeves, Traffic Manager of the Chicago & 
Grand Trunk; and G. G. ran, Western Man- 
ager of the Erie, to the men named above, all to 
be members of a committee to investigate the 
charges and make a report on the subject of ex- 

rt rates. This report will be submitted to the 
xecutive Committee of the trunk lines. 


JAKE SHARP’S APPEAL. 

The extraordinary session of the general term 
of the Supreme Court, called to hear the argu- 
ment upon Jacob Sharp’s appeal from his con- 
viction for bribery, reassembled this morning in 
a crowded court-room. Judge Van Brunt presid- 
ed, flanked on each side by Judges Daniels, 
and Bartlett. Mr. Bourke Cockran began the ar- 
gument. Cockran was followed by Mr. Stickney, 
also of counsel for Sharp. He. was followed by 
Assistant Distriot-Attorneys Nicoll and Semple. 
Mr. Cockran will close the argument tomorrow 
morning. 

A POINT GAINED FOR IVES. 

Chief Justice Larrimore of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas this morning granted the motion of 
ex-Congressman Adams, counsel for Henry 8. 
Ives & Co., to strike out the testimony taken in 
response to questions of Referee Noah 
Davis. The record was sent back to 
the referee to be amended in  accord- 
ance with this rul In giving his decision 
Justice Larrimore said that the application for 
the reference was improperly granted. The ap- 
plication should have u heard before a Juage 
and not before a referee. The section under 
which the reference was held was designed 
solely for the purpose of taking depositions. The 
referee exceeded his powers in examining the 
witnesses and in expressing his opinions during 
the examination. Ives’ counsel has served 
notice of appeal from the order of Judge Book- 
staver directing the continuance of the ref- 


erence.

TORY OBJECTIONS TO COMMERCIAL UNION. 
The Toronto Week, which is one of the op- 
ponents of commercial union, commenting 
upon the proposed acceptance by the Cana- 
dian Provinces of the system of customs tax- 
ation and excise that may prevail in the 
United States, says: What then becomes 
“of our sovereign power! The main busi- 
“ness of the Dominion Parliament as the 
“ Legislature of a commercial people is with 
“trade and finance. That is an inalienable 
“ prerogative of every sovere gn Power, and 
“if it divests itself of such a right in favor 
of a foreign Power it ceases to be sovereign 
“in any sense.” This is the most absurd 
bogey that the Tory organs have yet evolved. 
Whenever two men enter into a mut- 
ual partnership and obligate themselves to 
be bound by their contract so long as the part- 
nership exists there is the same kind of sur- 
ren ler of personal sovereignty. If it is for 
the interest of Canada for the sake of com- 
mercial union to adopt our system of tariff, 
or a modification of it, then she will sub- 
serve her interests by so doing. She can 
withdraw when the contract terminates 
if she is dissatisfied with it, or becomes con- 
vinced that it 1s not for her interest to renew 
it. She can stipulate how long it shall last 
and upon what terms it can be dissolved. It 
is not necessarily an indissoluble contract. 
She can make the contract for ten or twenty 
years, to suit herself. Where then is the 
joss of sovereignty?! ‘Has the Toronto Week 
ever heard that there has been a loas of sov- 
ereignty on the part of any one of the Ger- 
man States which belong to the Zollverein 
while that commercial union system con- 
tinued? It is not even a necessary assump- 
tion that Canada would have to adopt the 
present American tariff, which 1s too high 
and yields a hundred millions of revenue 
more than is needed. If Canada shouid 
come to Washington next winter and serious- 
ly propose commercial union upon the basis 
of a reasonable modification of the present 
American tariff it would go far towards 
bringing about the very policy advocated by 
our revenue reformers; and thus the two 
tariffs, that of Canada and the United States, 
would be easily equalized and assimilated. 
Another point of objection which is urged 
by the opponents of commercial union is that 
the population of Canada is but one-twelfth 
of that of the United States, and that her 
tariff revenue is more than one-twelfth—in 
fact, one-tenth—of that of the United States, 
as she is a larger exporter and importer of 
surpluses per capita than we, and therefore 
if the two countries united and the tariff 
were divided per capita the Can would 
be the losers. This objection is one that can 
easily be met by giving the Canadians as 
much revenue in proportion to ours after the 
two are pooled as they have been getting. If 
for a period of five years they have been in 
receipt of one-tenth as much, as our treasury 
they would be entitled to one-tenth of the 
joint pool revenue. 

If the aggregate benefits of reciprocity 
should be equal, Canada having but one- 
twelfth of our population, each one of 
her citizens would, on the average, re- 
ceive as much benetit from reci- 
procity as twelve of ours. If ours should 
gain five dollars for each man per year, the 
Canadians would gain §60 each man, there 
being only one-twelfth as many men among 
whom to divide the general gain, though 
the aggregate benefit would be the same to 
each nation. The proof of this important 
fact is susceptible of demonstration. Thus, 
supposing the gain by reciprocity by freedom 
of trade and enlargement thereof to equal 
100 milhons of dollars a year—half to each 
country. The Canadian half would make 
twelve times as large a dividend to each fam- 
ily as the American half, because we have 
twelve times more people among whom to di- 
vide it. 

If the Canadian Tories have the solution of 
this question it may be expected that they 
will raise all kinds of objections, but if it be 
left to the Liberais or to common sense there 
will be no difficu!ty in settling it, for nothing 
is truer than that “ where there is a will 
there is a way.” 

In a recent letter to the Toronto Mail Prof. 
Goldwin Smith admirably replies to the Tory 
alarmists, and at the same time suggests to 
them a significant warning. He says: 


Iam equally sincere in expressing my belief 
that the questions of commercial and political 
union are not only theoretically distinguishable 
from each other, but are practically distinct; and 
that Canada may modify her fiscal or trade rela- 
tions with her neighbor in any way, or to any ex- 
tent she pleases, without surrendering her lit- 
ical independence. A certain resignation of con- 
trol over the national tariffs on both sides is a 
necessary part of every commercial treaty, and 
would involve no forfeiture of political autonomy 
in the case of Canada and the United States any 
more than in that of England and France. The 
rates would be fixed by mutual consent, and lib- 
erty = withdrawal after due notice would be re- 
serv 

The immediate effect of commercial union 
would be to relieve confederation of a heavy 
strain, to allay the discontent of the maritime 
provinces, and by giving our people nerally 
the — 2 — advantages of union with their 
continent to make them content with existing 
political arrangemeats. Americans who are 
strongly desirous of annexation are, as I have 
recently had occasion to observe, opposed on that 
very ground to commercial union. The declin- 
ing force of the feeling nst annexation is so 
marked and commercial union has taken so 
> strong a hoid upon the mind of the people as to 
render it not impossible thatif the movement in 
favor of commercial union is deteated a movement 
in favor of annexation may ensue. Statesmen, at 
all events, before they decide upon their course, 


taining the real mind of the country than the 
conventional — into the use of which the 
people have béen drilled. 


The only way out of the present difficulties 
with Canada is on the line of commercial 
union. What 1s wanted is absolute free 
trade in agricuitural products, in manufact- 
ured articles, in all the products of the 
woods, the soil, the mines, and the water— 
and particularly in boodlers and rascais. In 
the latter respect the balance of trade would 
be against Canada. She would only get 
back about one-twelfth as many as we 
would, but she is perhaps willing to stand 
that drain upon her population in our favor. 


TRYING TO 1 ANNEXATION BY 
G. 

Mr. Harvey B. Hurd as County Commis- 
sioner has, as might have been expected, dis- 
covered a flaw in the Winston Annexation 
law which he thinks may have the effect of 
preventing the addition of that part of Lake 
View which has petitioned for the same to 
the city this year. Mr. Hurd’s strong hold is 
in discovering what he imagines to be legal 
flaws and technical statutory errors. His 
great discovery that the new Election law 
was unconstitutional is yet fresh in the pub- 
lic mind. He had no patience with those who 
differed with him about that. He read the 
newspaper editors who maintained that the 
law was constitutional several severe 
lessons on legal propriety. He held 
it to be rank impertinence on their 
part to question his judgment on law 
points. The decision of the Supreme 
Court, however, was entirely against the 
opinion of the Evanston legal luminary and 
in favor of the views maintained by the 
newspaper men. Indeed, it is seldom that the 
courts, superior or inferior, agree with Mr. 
Hurd. He is not a safe guide for the County

will do well to take some surer means of ascer- 


annexation of their territory to a vote of the 
people. It 1s none of the Commissioners’ 
business to pass on the regularity or consti- 
tutionality of the law. They are not a judi- 
cial body. Their duty is purely ministerial. 
If there is any doubt as to the application of 
the statute in this instance an issue can be 
raised in time for the Supreme Court to pass 
upon it before the municipal elections next 
spring, when it is proposed that the act of 
annexation shall be completed by giving the 
new territory representation in the City 
Council. Technical objections ought not to 
be allowed to stand in the way of the people’ 

wishes in this matter. . 

It is the belief of tne petitioners that a ma- 
jority of the voters in the territory which it 
is proposed to annex, and a majority of the 
people of Lake View and of North Chicago, 
favor their proposal. The election will be a 
test of the correctness of this opinion. If the 
petitioners are right the proposition will 
carry; if they are wrong it will fail. It will 
not entail a dollar additional expense on the 
county to submit the question. 

Mr. Hurd’s objection in this, asin other 
matters, is far-fetched, and seems to be based 
on a principle that laws should be interpreted 
to defeat the legitimate wishes of the people. 
He says: 5

as atute permitt cities or portions of cities

I think they have got to work 
under the wrong law. 


Mr. Hurd is utterly wrong. There is con- 

siderable in the law about cities. The Town- 
ship Organization act, as it was amended last 
session, provides that the County Board 
“ shal] have full power and jurisdiction to 
* ynite into one town two or more contiguous 
“towns, whether incorporated under any special 
* or general act, or organized under this act, 
„ and to disconnect territory from one of 
“such towns and annex the same to an- 
„ other.“ 
Mr. Winston, when he draftea the amend- 
ment to the Township Organization act, had 
the case of Lake View in his mind. The act 
was made to fit the northern suburb and 
Hyde Park, which is under village organiza- 
tion. The other so-called annexation statute, 
which Mr. Hurd adroitly mentions for the 
purpose of confusing apparently, is that passed 
some years ago for the avowed purpose of 
preventing annexation—a purpose which it 
has served admirably. 

The County Board ought to pay no further 
attention to Mr. Hurd’s crotchetty objec- 
tions. In accordance with the law and the 
home-rule principles underlying it the ques- 
tion of annexation should be submitted to a 
vote of the people this fall. The petition 
should be acted on next Monday. There will 
not be many days to spare for the necessary 
legal notice of election. There are indica- 
taons of an intention to defer the order for 
the notice until it is less than thirty days to 
election time. Tactics of this kind shouid not 
be sanctioned in the reformed board. 


THE CATTLE POOL. 

The combination of Western cattlemen 
may not prove an unmixed success. But 
they have taken a business-like step in mak- 
ing the arrangements reported for chang- 
ing the character of their business. To 
levy contributions upon members for the 
purpose of starting a gigantic slaughtering 
and supply scheme would have absorbed a 
large proportion of the capital now other- 
wise employed and increased competition. In 
making a contract with a firm already at the 
head of the trade in provisions, and having 
arrangements perfected for distributing as 
well as preparing the meat, they have taken 
a judicious step. That the firm is abundantly 
able to perform all its promises no one will 
question, and the good faith of its agents 
cannot be disputed. 

But it remains to be seen if the new ar- 
rangements will bring the relief hoped for. 
The cattlemen are far from being alone in 
receiving for their property lower prices 
than those which were obtainable two or 
three years ago. Something moro than mere 
resolution and combination may be necessary 
to bring about the desired change. The vol- 
ume of supply has not exceeded the demand 
more in the case of wheat than in that of 
cattle within the last three or four years, yet 
the first seems to be hopelesly at the bottom 
range of prices. The same is true of all the 
other cereals except corn, which is excited 
by fears of a short supply. It also holds good 
for butter. cheese, poultry, and some other 
products of the farm, as well as of manu- 
factured articles, most of which are selling 
at less than a few years ago, owing toa 
cheapening in the cost of production. 

It is stated that the new cattle contract is 
only for a series of trial shipments extend 
ing over three or four months and involving 
tne handling of perhaps 50,000 head of cattle. 
If this prove satisfactory the contract is to 
be renewed for a wis gs years. How much 
ofa monopoly might be developed during 
that time, tending to the enrichment of a few 
and the enslaving of the many, cannot be 
said in advance, but it is only natural to sup- 
pose that somebody will try to take advantage 
of the opportunity presented, and that the 
weaker dealers will find themselves no bet- 
ver off than now. Tue TRIsvNe suggests 
that the scheme is possibly too big to permit a 
uniform success for all the members of the 
pool. The probability is that they will soon 
find it falling to pieces of its own weight. 


THE MAYOR AND THE DEMO-MUGWUMP 
ORGANS. 

The Democratic and mugwump organs con- 
tinue their attacks on Mayor Roche on ac- 
countof the recent policechanges. They pre- 
dict that others will follow, and are cocksure 
that there will soon be many changes in the 
Fire Department, not accepting the Mayor’s 
statement to the contrary as truthful. The 
organs in question have looked on compla- 
cently while Seeberger, Stone, Judd, and 
Donovan were discharging faithful and ca- 
pable employés from the Federal service by 
scores for no other reason than that they 
were Republicans. But they affect to be 
shocked now. because they discover in the 
recent removais and appointments by the 
Mavor a purpose to convert the Police Depart- 
ment into a Republican machine. This is 
absurd. When Mayor Roche assumed con- 
trol of municipal affairs five months ago 
there were hardly 100 out of the 1,300 mem- 
bers of the police force who were not Demo- 
crats, Harrison having packed the depart- 
ment with his partisans. There have been 
comparatively few changes since then. The 
proportion of Democrats has not been dimin- 
ished through removals. The Superintend- 
ent appointed by a Democratic Mayor has 
been retained; so have all his efficient. offi- 
cers. Every change that has been made 
was for the good of the service. There was 
some stirring up of the detective department, 
which had become notoriously inefficient, and 
is yet far from what it ought to be. Some 
notoriously unfit officers have been dis- 
charged. Some have been dismissed for mis- 
conduct. 

Ward, Duffy, Schumacher, and the others 
who were asked to resign last week had not 
made good records as policemen. The dis- 


taken Ward’s piace. Lewis, in an interview 
published in the mugwump organ the other 
day, said: “I was raised a fire-eating Demo- 
“erat, but rather preferred to choose my 
“candidates than be tied down to parti- 
“san prejudice. I supported Harrison 
until Roche headed the Citizens’ ticket.” 
In other words, he supported Harri- 
son whenever that person was a candidate, 
and any Democrat who could do that is pretty 
well dyed in the wool. Lieut. Arch, who was 
appointed to succeed Duffy, is also a Demo- 
crat, and réceived promotion during the Har- 
rison-Doyle régime as such. This does not 
look as though the Mayor has much intention 
of turning the Police Department into a po- 
litical machine. 

As to the Fire Department, the stories 
about contemplated political changes there 
appear to be as false as they are demoraliz- 
ing. The Mayor has distinctly stated that he 
is well pleased with the management and dis- 
ciptine of the department, and that he does 
not intend to recommend any changes there. 
Marshal Swenie, a Democrat, whom his party 
wanted to run for Sheriff last fall, continues 
at the head of the department by appoint-

It seems from intelligence published in TH® 
TRIBUNE yesterday that Henry Villard has re- 
gained his hold on the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
with important connections East and West, which 
makes uim a railway king once more. He is sup 
posed to have enough stock and proxies, to- 
gether with those his friends have, to enable 
him to control the election of the directory soon 
to be chosen. Apropos of this turn in the wheel 
of Villara's fortune we reproduce from the files 
of THE TRI3UNE a prediction made just after the 
failure oi Villard, three years ago:

tion to interfere with his control. There 
have been no changes to speak of in the de- 
partment since Mr. Roche’s election. Even 
Conway, the Assistant Marshal, who boasted 
of his friendship for McGarigle and exulted 
in the escape of the boodler, has not been 
dismissed, although he probably ought to be. 

The conduct of tne Police Department un- 
der the Harrison-Doyle régime, when it was 
turned into a political machine by the May- 
or, when promotions were made on account 
of fine political work, and when patrolmen 
were sent around electioneering in citizens’ 
clothes, caused demoralization and rendered 
it necessary to make some changes. It is 
high time that the bulldozing political police- 
men, the Aldermanic pet strikers, and those 
who winked at and even encouraged ballot- 
box-stuffing should be weeded out. They are 
unfit to wear policemen’s stars. Every change 
the Mayor has thus far made has been for the 
good of the service and in the public interest. 
The real exhibition of partisan malice has 
come from those newspapers which, being 
alarmed at the popularity of Mayor Roche, 
have deemed it necessary to begin against 
him thus early a campaign of personal de- 
traction and slander. 


SUCCESS IN MAKING SORGHUM SUGAR. 

It appears to be determined at last that 
good, merchantable sugar can be profitably 
produced from the sorghum cane in Kansas 
and other parts of the United States. The 
solution of the problem has been constantly 
sought for twenty-five vears through all dis- 
couragements, but perseverance has at last 
been rewarded by complete success. One 
sugar-mill at Fort Scott, Kas., is now turn- 
ing out 16,000 pounds of good. granulated 
sugar per day. From each ton of cane-stalks 
there is being extracted from 16 to 110 
pounds of sugar, besides ten or twelve gal- 
lons of molasses, and from the tops are taken 
two bushels of seed worth as much as corn for 
feeding purposes. An average acre of fairly 
good sorghum grows ten to twelve tons of 
stalks, the gross value of which is fully one 
hundred dollars per acre, to be divided be- 
tween the grower and the manufacturer. 

The secret of this great success is in the 
introduction ot the so-called diffusion proc- 
ess for extracting the juice from the cane 
and the use of carbonate of lime for clarify- 
ing the sirup and causing it to granulate into 
good sugar. 

The new processes have entirely done 
away with the crude practice of using caus- 
tic lime to prevent the inversion of sugar. 
The application of carbonate of lime to the 
juice, as it goes through the filter-presses, re- 
moves all impurities, retaining them in the 
filter-cake, and permitting the juice to pass 
in a perfectly clear and pure condition into 
the vacuum evaporator, obviating thereby 
the necessity of skimming or other atten- 
tion. This is the only method that has ever 
been employed that clears the juice of 
all its impurities and at the same time ena- 
bles the extraction of such a large yield of 
sugar. 

Agricultural Commissioner Colman says: 


The new method dispenses entirely with the 
costly and ponderous miils and steam engines, 
and uses a far simpler and less expensive method 
for extracting the juice, by which all the sac- 
charine matter is obtained, while by the former 
methods from 30 to 40 per cent on the average of 
the juice. even with the Southern sugar-cane, is 
left in the cane after passing through the rollers, 
and with sorghum a still larger quantity be- 
cause of greater difficulty in extracting. The 
new process is called the diffusion or saturation 

rocess. The cane is cut into chips and passed 

nto a battery of twelve cells, each holding a ton 
of chips. Hot water is then applied, which rapia- 
ly exhausts the saccharine matter and so thor- 
oughly thatthere is scarcely a trace of it left. 
The celis are entirely practical, being speedily 
filled, manipulated, and emptied, one man at- 
tending to the entire operation. The process is 
as rapid as the old method, less costly, and 
enables the manufacturer to secure and utilize 
all the juice, instead of about half as heretofore.

importance. } 

Making sugar from sorghum cane is now 
claimed to be as simple and sure as making 
flour from wheat. It is only necessary to 
build mills in farming regions where the 
sorghum cane grows well and ripens early 
enough to escape September frosts. Probably 
no part of the Union is better adapted to the 
growth of that cane than Southeastern Kan- 
sas; but it will be produced in many other 
States, Illinois among them. Nothing seems 
now necessary except to duplicate the sort 
of machinery and employ the processes used 
at Fort Scott—and to grow the cane to sup- 
ply the mills. 

The demand for good home-grown sugar 
can be imagined when it 1s stated that the 
crude saccharine imported: from Cuba and 
elsewhere costs this country considerable 
over 80 millions of dollars a year, and on 
which the people pay a tariff tax of 52 mill- 
ions. It takes nearly all the wheat this country 
exports to pay for the sugar and molasses im- 
ported. This country will never be fairly in- 
dependent of other countries in supplying its 
wants until it produces its own sweetening 
and has some “taffy ” to spare for others. 


TENNESSEE ON PROHIBITION. 

The people of Tennessee are to vote this 
month upon a constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting the sale and manufacture of intox- 
icating liquor in that State. Though the can- 
vass has not attracted as much attention as 
that in Texas it is not without interest from 
a local point of view, and promises before 
election-day to become redhot. The hotel- 
keepers in several of the larger places are 
driving Prohibitionist guests out of their 
houses. Tbe liquor-men have got down to 
practical politics, and, it is alleged, are buy- 
ing up the prohibition leaders, while the 
Prohibitionists are buying negro votes. 
Money is flowing like water, and all who are 
purchasable tind ready customers. The 
newspapers also are indulging in breezy 
personal articles. The Chattanooga Com- 
mercial (dry) calls the Times (wet) of that 
city “a paragon of rottenness,” and says 
that “ the foul, whisky-smeliing breath of its 
“inebriated old editor has upon a million oc- 
“ casions caused decent people to hold their

CATTLE AT THE DISTILLERIES, 


Fow and What They Are Fed—Cramped 
for Space. 

In the course of a few days a large number of 
distillery slop-fed cattle will be killed and put on 
the market for the first time since the pleuro- 
pneumonia plague broke out last year. These 
are at present at the Phoenix Distillery on Cly- 
bourn place and the Chicago Distillery, Elston 
road and Blackhawk street. At the Phoenix are 
about 1,350 head of cattle, housed in an immense 
shed with brick walis about twelve feet high and 
wood roof, which was erected last fall after the 
old wooden shed had been burnt by order 
of the Live-Stock Commission. These 
cattle are owned by Nels Morris, and 
were places in these sheds for fatten- 

February last. They were 
chained to posts, where they have remained ever 
since. When they first were put in they proba- 
bly were not v cramped, as they were in the 
leanest possible condition, but now they are 
packed as close as herrings in a barrel. The 
space allowed for each head is two and a half by 
eight feet, which would make it impossible for 
them all to lie down at one time. They have 
been fedon distillery slop, with an occasional 
ration of hay and asmail quantity of salt. The 
swill comes from the vats into troughs at the 
head of each row of cattle. Between the rows 
is a channel a foot wide and a foot deep, which 
carries away the excreta. The animals are quite 
fat, or rather distended, but have an 
unnatural look, compared with cattle fed 
in the usual way. They are also 
dirty, not being allowed straw or anything else 
to lie on. For seven months they have been im- 
movably fixed to one spot, where they have lain 
at night or in the daytime in the midst of their 
filth. The stench is all but intolerable. A num- 


A VESSEL CAPTAIN CRUSHED TO 
DEATH ON A WRECK. 


The Mattawan’s Consorts Abandoned to the. 


Underwriters—Death of Capt. Peter July 
—Vessel-Unloaders Have Peculiar Meth- 
ods—The Northerner’s Many Mishaps— 
Another Steam-Barge to Be Built— 
Brisk Winds from the West—Freights 
and Charters. 


CHEBOYGAN, Mich.,.Sept. 13.—[Special.]—The 
barges Anglo Saxon and J. A. Smith, which went 
ashore in the straits last week, have been aban- 
doned to the underwriters. Half of their cargoes 
were taken off, and attempts were made to re- 
tease the vessels, but steam-pumps could not 
lower the water in their holds, Today's gale will 
probably cause them to pound to pieces. Capt. 
Ulysses Surles, master of the Smith, was 
killed while trying to release his vessel. 
A steam-pump had been placed aboard and made 
fast to the deck, but it slipped to leeward and 
crushed the Captain to death against the rail. 


He was a brother of the master of the stmr Mat- 
tawan, who left for Detroit today with the body. 


Death of Capt. July. 

A telegram was received from Cleveland last 
night stating that Capt Peter July died suddenly 
in that city yesterday. Capt. Jüdly was master 
and part owner of the stmr D. C. Whitney, and 
was one of the best known vesselmen on the 
lakes. About a week ago his steamer went 
ashore near Sand Beach and is now in Cleveland 
undergoing repairs- Capt. July did not intend to 
sail her again this season, but was to take com- 
mand of a new steamship that is being built at 
Bay City. 


Vessel-Unloaders Causing Trouble. 

Chicago vessel-unloaders are causing lots of 
annoyance. Here is a sample outrage that they 
inflict on the marine interests almost every day: 
A week ago last Saturday the Canadian schr 
Bessie Barwick arrived here with a cargo of cedar 
consigned to a dock in Mud Lake. According to 
the published rates of the Vessel-Unloaders 
Union the wen hired to unload her were entitled 
to charge 1% cents for unloading each piece of 
cedar, but soon after they began work they 
struck for 1% cents. The Captain was anxious 
to get his .vessel out as soon as possible, 
and acceded to their demands; but as soon 
as the deckload was off the men struck for 
1% cents for handling the cargo in the 
hold. The Captain flatly refused, and tried to 
hire another crew, but that is where the strikers 
had him, for it is one of the unwritten laws of 
the union that where there is a strike on a vessel 
no other members of the union can go to work on 
her. The Captain appealed to the President of 
the union, who seems to be a fair- minded sort of 
person; but when he ordered the men back to 
work they refused toobey him. Finally, after 
being delayed for four days, the Captain 
to pay the price demanded; but he found that 
vessel-unloaders are not ordinary strikers. ‘hey 
determined to make an example of him, and he 
was —— to pay 2 cents in order to get the 
men to finish the cargo. 


A Steamboat’s Hard Luck.

A Brisk Westerly Blow. 

Violent westerly winds, ranging in velocity 
from twenty to fifty miles an hour, prevailed 
throughout the entire lake region yesterday. The 
storm developed in the extreme northwest, and 
last night it was central north of Lake Superior. 
The indications are that brisk winds from the 
same direction will continue to blow today. At 
Chicago the wind freshened up in the southwest 
Monday night and 8 morning increased 
into a gale, 8 a to northwest in 
the afternoon. The highest velocity record- 
ed at the signal-service station was thirty 
miles an hour, while at the crib the instrument 
showed a velocity of forty-four miles an hour.

The Road Is Barely Paying Expenses, 

but the Officers Are Not Worrying About 
the Debt, as It Is Not Matured—Mr. 
Haghitt’s Defense of Pools. 

Mr. David T. Littler, with Mr. John Norris, a 
shorthand reporter, and a sergeant-at-arms of 
the Pacific Railway Commission, putin an ap- 
pearance at the office of the President of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Road yesterday morn- 
Mr. Albert Keep, Chairman of the board, and 
Controller M. M. Kirkman were also present. 
The Northwestern Road owns a controlling in- 
terest in the stock of the Sioux City & Pacific, 
and Mr. Hughitt is the President of it, but it was 
built in 1864 with the aid of Government bonds. 

The result of the day’s work may be summed 
up to have been a bland ignorance on the part 
of the Northwestern officials of many things the 
commission wanted to know, an equally bland 
denial of many things that other roads aided by 
the Government are known to have been guilty 
of, and a bland promise to furnish a vast quantity 
of documentary evidence concerning the road's 
affairs before the Northwestern came into posses- 
sion, always provided that the old books contained 
the information. The three railroad men ap- 


peared to be hly pleased about the whole 
matter, 1. regarding the Commissioner 
and his conundrums as something of a bore. 

Prefacing his remarks with the statement that 
the — had been gone over once before, Mr.

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KANSAS A SUGAR STATE. 


ITS OLAIM TO THIS TITLE IS NOW 
APPARENTLY SAFE. 


The Parkinson Sugar-Works Making Over 
16,500 Pounds of Sugar Per Day—The 
Fact Demonstrated that Sugar Can Be 
Successfully Made from Kansas Sorghum 
~Carbonate of Lime Discovered to Be 
the Secret of Success. 


Fort Scott (Kas.) Tribune, Sept. 9: Nothing 
has been a source of greater inspiration or 
encouragement to the people of Fort Scott in 
particular and the State of Kansas in gen- 
eral than the establishment of the fact, be- 
yond all doubt, thas the experiments in the 
manufacture of sugar from sorghum cane, 
conducted at the Parkinson Sugar-Works in 
this city, has terminated in the most com- 
plete and gratifying success. During the last 
six weeks or two months men have been em- 
ployed in taking out the heavy German ma- 
chinery, which was used last year, and intro- 
ducing new machinery of American make, 
constructed according to the ideas of Judge 
Parkinson and Prof. Swenson, and peculiarly 
adapted to the diffusion of the particular 
cane with which they have to deal. They 
have also adopted a new method of clarify- 
ing the juice, which is also peculiarly adapted 
to the extract of the cane here and which 
has resulted in an equally gratifying suc- 
cess. 

One of the great difficulties last year was a 
failure to successfully clarify the juice. The 
first method employed was that used on the 
plantations of Louisiana and the second was 
that followed in the making of sugar from 
the beet, both of which were failures. Judge 
Parkinson and Prof. Swenson have done en- 
tirely away with the crude practice of using 
caustic lime to prevent the inversion of 
sugar and have adapted the use of carbonate 
lime for that purpose. The application of 
this lime to the juice asit goes through the 
filter presses, removes all the impurities, re- 
taining them inthe fliter-cake and permit- 
ting the juice.to pass in a perfectly clear and 
pure condition into the vacuum evaporater, 
obviating thereby the necessity of skimming 
or other attention. This is the ouly method 
that has ever been employed here that clears 
the juice ofall its impurities and at the same 
time enables the extraction ofsuch a large 
yield of sugar. 

The sugar-works have only been in opera- 
tion since the Ist of the month, and in less 
than one week they have manufactured more 
sugar and molasses and of a much better 
quality than they did during the entire sea- 
son of lust year. They now have 80,000 
pounds in barrels and 75,000 pounds more in 
the hot-room awaiting the action of the cen- 
trifugals. Upon an estimate being made it is 
shown that the cane yields from 104to 110 
pounds of sugar and twelve ous of molas- 
ses to the ton of stalks, whereas last year 
they made only fifty pounds to the ton and 
from much better cane than that produced 
this year. 

[An average acre of sorghum will yield 
about ten to twelve tons weight of stalks. 
Hence the yiela of saccharine may be put 
down at 1,200 pounds of su and 120 gallons 
of molasses per acre, besides some twenty to 
twenty-five bushels of seed that will sell for 
as much as corn per weight, which shows 
that sorghum will be far more profitable to 
raise than any other crop the Kansas farmers 
can put into the ground. 

This resultis not only an ble surprise 
to the friends of the institution here, but is a 
matter of astonishment to the managers of 
the works themseives. They would have 
been satisfied with seventy-five pounds to the 


ton this year, but when they found they had 
ual to that obtained 


from Louisiana r they were not only sim-

Another surprising circumstance connect- 
ed with this large yield of r to the ton is 
that the quality of the cane this year is ex- 

ly poor in comparison with last year’s 
crop in every respect. Much of it has been 
dam by the chinch-bug, millions of 
which are found upon the cane-car and on 


the sto racks. The late cropof cane, 
however, is much better than the early crop 
and a still more excellent yield of sugar and 


sirup to the ton is looked for from that. The 
early crop is about exhausted, and the late 
crop will not be in good working condition 
for afew days. This causes a scarcity of 
cane at the mill just at present, and they are 
only working in time with a force of 
eighty men. In a short time they will run 
day and ight with a force of about 150 men. 
bout acres of cane, including that on 
the sugar-works plantation, have been raised 
this yest in this vicinity and will be utilized 
this fall Thus, taking the estimate of the 
quantity so far produced, it will yield 720,000 
„ of sugar and 72,000 gallons of sirup. 
e molasses which has been produced thus 
far is so rich. that when boiied a second time 
it is thought that it will yield 20 per cent 
more of sugar. 

As we before stated, much of the German 
machinery used last year has been dispensed 
with and new machinery of American make 
and constructed in accordance with the ideas 
of Judge Parkinson ana Prof. Swenson has 
been introduced. Two new cutters, weigh- 
ing only 400 pounds each, have replaced two 
large cutters weighing four tons each, which 
were used last year. Last year the stalks 
were cut into lengths three-sixteenths of an 
inch. Much of the stuff to be blown out being 
equal in weight to that which should be re- 
tained, a great deal of the pure stalk was 
blown out and much of the impure remained. 
The cutters used this year cut the stalks up 
into one-inch lengths. This enables them to 
blow all the leaves, seed, and other objection- 
able matter out and retain nothing but the 
stalk. The capacity of the present cutters is 
equal to that of those used last year, being 
able to cut ten tons per hour. 

The leaves and seed are removed by strong 
blasts of air through an exhaust fan which 
carries them through the second story and 
blows them 100 feet from the building, leay- 
ing practically nothing but the stalks to be 
diffused. The same filtering presses used 
last year are employed this. ° 

One of the greatest improvements intro- 
duced this year is the elevated track or tram- 
Wavy upon which runs a car operated by a 
wire cable, by which the chips, after pass- 
ing through the crusher, are carried 400 feet 
from the building and dumped out at an ele- 
vation of twenty-five feet. This is operated 
entirely by one man. Last year it required 
six men and two teams to do the same work. 
Several other improvements have been made 
in the operation of the machinery in order 
that the present successful process may be 
4 applied. That the Fort Scott Sugar 

orks is now a grand success there is no 
longer any question. Every doubt has been 
removed and every obstacle overcome, and 
our people are rewarded with results far be- 
yond their expectations.

GOULD’s HEAD STILL LEVEL. 


Dr. Hammond Declares that His Sufferings 
Are Caused Solely by Neuralgia. 

New York World, Sept. 10: Wall street 
was treated to a new thrill the other day 
compared with which the sensations caused 
by the recent startling occurrences in that 
speculative centre were as water to ardent 
spirits. It was whispered about that Dr. 
William A. Hammond had been examining 
Jay Gould’s head, and that he had made the 
examination with an instrument which faith- 
fully reported everything that was going on 
inside, together’ with numerous valuable 
facts respecting the intercranial construc- 
tion. Wall street curiosity was aroused to 
the highest pitch. 

This source of 10,000 schemes has for a 
brief time certainly reposed beneath the eye 
of science. There wasn’ta brokeron Wail 
street who did not think he would have been 
able, if he had been in the place of this pecu- 
liarly fortunate doctor, t say something 
which would make Hamlet’s remarks over 
Yorick’s skull forgotten. 

Dr. Hammond, however, refuses to talk of 
his great Wall street patient or of what he 
has found out about his head except in the 
most general way, but he speaks very freely 
about the instrument which he used in the 
examination and which serves simply to de- 
termine to the fractional part of a d the 
difference in temperature between two por- 
tions of the head. On the basis of such dif- 
ferences and the departure from what is nor- 
mala number of important conclusions re- 
qpecting the intercranial situation may be 

rawn. 

The instrument is the invention of Dr. J. 
S. Lombard, . of Harvard College, 
now of Leamington, England, where he has 
gone to live, and is a wonderfully delicate 
thermometer, whereon the heat is recorded 
by changing it into electricity, and by this 
means the most delicate differences of tem- 
perature are indicated. 

Dr. Hammond explained the operation 
familiarly by saying that in all properly con- 
stituted mght-hanied men the right side of 
the head is the hotter. If the thermo-electric 
poles are applied to the two sides of the head, 
and this fact is not made clear, there is some 
improper accumulation of blood which brings 
about adifferent result. Similarly the fore- 
head in all healthy people is hotter than the 
back of the head. If the calorimeter 
should indicate something different from 
this then again there would be something 
wrong. Repeated experiments and observa- 
tions will ordinarily show what the matter is. 
Variations from the standard temperature 
will reveal the presence of incipient paralysis 
and other diseases of the brain. 

This was the instrument which was used 
in the examination of Mr. Gouid's head, and 
it indicated, Dr. Hammond says, that the 
financier’s head is all right, and as sound as 
a dollar. He has suffered severely for 
months from neuralgia, but the brain itseif 
is all right and has experienced. no impair- 
ment whatever, and is strong and vigorous. 

At present Mr. Gould’s general health is 
very much better than it was early in the 
summer. The attacks of neuralgia kept him 
awake nights, and for three months, he says, 
he was never absolutely free from pain. 
But this is all past now, and he is beginning 
to enjoy life again. He was a very sick man 
and was inclined to believe that there was 
something the matter with his head, and the 
favorable result of Dr. Hammond’s examina- 
tion has given him a great deal of comfort. 
Now he sleeps fairly well, and has been 
mentioning to friends with considerable sat- 
isfaction that there are few nights now when 
he fails to get seven hours’ sleep.
